THE BRITISH COAL STRIKE. 

The statement that one of its objects is the aboll- 
tion of the British monarchy may add to world in- 
| terest in the strike of 1,000,000 English coal miners, 
‘but we may be sure that in thé present temper of Brit- 
ish opinion no movement will get very far along that 
line. 

Interest enough attaches to the strike as an effort, 
not merely to add 50 cents to the wages of the strik- 
‘ers, but to bring the price of coal to the consumer 
| down to $3.50 a ton. A walkout that includes any 
'such altruistic aim is sharply differentiated from 
American coal strikes, is, indeed, unique among 
| strikes in general. If Bolshev ism has crept in among 
the men to any extent, it may be that a change in

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old markets intensively and 
complishing comparatively 
towards the development the 
new. So far back as 1870 per 
cent of all American exports went 
to Europe and it was commonly 
talked even then of opening new 
markets abroad, but that produced 
so little effect that in 1880 85 per 
cent of our exports went to Bu- 
rope and in 1890 it was around 80 
per cent, and in 1900 it dropped 
to 70 per cent and in 1910 it was 
around 65 per cent. 
Europe's War Demand. 
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Considering that the 
pelled Europe turn 
almost everything, it 
parent that if there 
war the proportion 
ports to Europe in the decade 
from 1910 to 1920 would have 
been visibly reduced; either our 
exports would have suffered 
greatly, or else we would have 
been compelled to find new mar- 
kets outside of Europe. 

The lesson of all of this is plain. 
Even before the war, Europe was 
tending teigake a constantly 
creasing proportion of American 
exports. The present year, my 
countrymen, has shown a star- 
tling change in the balance of 
trade. The reasons for that are 
perfectly simple and perfectly un- 
derstandable. Europe no longer 
has the means to buy as she once 
possessed, and therefore just as 
rapidlv as possible, must cease 
buying from us. Doubtless Eu- 
rope will remain § for

America’s best customer, but, nev- 
ertheless, the time has come when 
Europe will never again absorb 
anything like the proportion of 
our exports which she has taken 
in the past. We must turn, then 
to new markets, and it is not diffi- 
cult to decide where these new 
markets are to be found. 
Trade Figures Cited. 

Before the war started, we were 
buying from South America year 
by year about twice as much as 
we sold to South America, and we 
were buying from Asia in the same 
proportion, and from Oceanla our 
purchases were approximately 
twice what we sold, while in the 
case of Africa, our sales and pur- 
chases nearly balanced. Obviously, 
we must hope to extend our Amer- 
ican markets in those countries 
from which we buy most exten- 
sively and between which and us 
the balance of trade is against 
us. South America, Asia, Africa, 
and the islands of the seas can buy 
from us, because they owe us great 
trade balances. Take, for exam- 
ple, Brazil: last year we exported 
to Brazil $93,000,000, but we 
bought from Brazil $125,000,000; 
we sold to Chile $70,000.000 and 
bought $1385,000.000: we sold to 
Japan $326,000,000 and we exx- 
ported $302,000,000. Last year we 
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sold to China $82,000,000 and 
bought $105,000,000—-and thus the 
story goes on, showing where the 
unfavorable balances of trade lie. 
And it is very apparent, from the 
most casual statement of the fig- 
ures, first, that Europe cannot be 
expected to furnish us in the fu- 
ture any such murket as she has 
provided heretofore, either during 
or before the great World War. It 
is equally apparent that unless we 
are to retire suddenly from our 
position as the world’s greatest ex- 
porting nation, we must find mar- 
kets elsewhere, and it is equally 
apparent that these markets must 
be found in South America, Asia, 
Africa and Oceania. 

There are two reasons why it ts 
particularly desirable that we cul- 
tivate this trade: These countries 


are the producers ofa great aggre- 
gate of agricultural articles that 
are not producers of we larger 


part of their requirements in man- 
ufactured articles, and it happens 
at this time we particularly need 
to extend our markets for our 
manufactured products. The war 
was marked by an almost unbe- 
lievable expansion of our iIndus- 
trial capacities. Our factory fa- 
cilities are greater today than they 
ever were before; greater than any 
country in the world ever pos- 
sessed. We cannot sell our factory 
products to Europe, first, because 
eran has factories of its own: 
therefore we must seek outlets to 


those countries which have not the 
factories and have the means 
with which to buy. 

National Balance Sheet. 

All this, of course, is the sim- 
plest possible statement of the 
case, the very rudiment of the 
situation. It is so simple, indeed, 


that it furnishes little excuse for 
eloquence and little occasion for 
oratory. The trade is thrown in 
much excitement as to the balance 
sheet. as to whether the balance 
sheet shows a favorable or pros- 
perous situation or not. It fs a 
highly important question, my 
countrymeén. 

We have come to the time when 
the national balance sheet of 
America must have attention. We 
have built up during the war the 
greatest foreign trade that any 
country ever controlled, and we 
have extended our industrial 
plants in order to meet the de- 
mands of that trade, and now we 
suddenly find that our customers 
cannot continue buying from us 
and the busineSs must be suspend- 
ed or else new customers must be 
found, and tn casting about for 
new customers, we shall be faced 
with the determined competition 
of the rehabilitated industries of 
Europe. They will seek to restore 
their grips on the markets of the 
world. We are to meet these dea- 
perately determined competitors

routes, under the American flag, 
in the Interests of American trade, 
to all the countries with which we 
desire to cultivate a larger com- 
merce.

I do not want to make a prom- 
ise that America doesn't intend 
to keep; I do not want to pledge 
the world the sons of America to 
preserye the status quo of today 
unjess*we intend to do it. I want 
to save American boys and Ameri- 
can honor at the same time. You 
say, “‘No, Senator, this cannot be 
done.” Well, now, I will give you 
some information that is official. 
I am frank to say to you, I do not 
think our ‘boys could be _ sent 
abroad if Congress didn’t give its 
approval—not so long as we live 
under the Constitution, and God 
helping us, we are going to con- 
tinue to live under the Constitu- 
tion. 

I was present when the Pres- 
ident in the Foreign Relations 
Committe discussed this question, 
and Senator Knox asked the 
President if some nations were 
assailed from without, whethes 


we would be under any legal ob-' | 


ligation to participate in war ir 
behalf or in the defense of that 
nation, and the President said: 
‘No, not any legal  obligation,’’ 
and then instantly, he said: “But, 
we would be under an absolutely 
compelling moral  obligation,”’ 
(laughter and applause). And 


then I asked him if there were no' | 


obligations what is the use of it 
at all, and with reproof, he said: 
‘Why, Senator, you surprise me; 
a moral obligation is _ infinitely 
more binding than a legal obliga- 
tion.” (Applause and laughter.)

HE most charming man, John Morley and I 

agree, that we ever knew was Matthew Arnold 

He and his daughter, now Mrs. Whitridge, were 

our guests when in New York in 1883. I knew

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Eminent doctor declares 
that life is dependent 
on great vital current of the 
system, with blood circula- 
tion playing a secondary part 
—Its rotation is in same plane 
and direction as the earth, and may 
be .stimulated by correct massage 


OR the sake of living to be 100 years old, 
would you add 20 minutes to your daily 
toilet routine? 
A simple treatment, lasting just 10 
‘minutes each night and morning, will pre- 
serve your health indefinitely, declares an 
eminent French physician. He states posi- 
tively that his method will enable you to live a century 
or longer “in the plenitude of force and health.” 
_And when death finally comes, for he says that 
Nature plainly intends all earthly life to be mortal, 
it will come not from gradual physical decay, but as 
the result of some external, unforeseen cause, such 
as a wound or a railroad accident. 

A gentle ri@bing of the surface of the body with 
the hand, from the crown of the head to the ends 
of the fingers and toes, is the newest remedy against 
growing old. . 

It is proposed by Dr. L. H. Goizet, himself 81 years 
old and a member of the Faculty of Paris. His book 
is entitled “Never Grow Old: How to Live for More 
Than One Hundred Years” (G. P. Putnam's Sons.). 

Dr. Goizet devised his system of gentle tractile 
rubbing some 13 years ago, following the destruction 
of a magnificent elm tree upon his estate at Leognan, 
France. The elm was almost 600 years old when 
it was decapitated by a high wind. 

An examination of the ancient trunk and branche: 
started the disconsolete owner upon a train  o' 
thought which some day may cause this elm tree to 
rank in science with the fabled apple tree of Sir 
Isaac Newton. 

At the time of the accident to the elm, Dr. Goizel 
was 68 years old, and he says: “I can affirm that 
my general health and my strength have considerably 
improved and that, for 13 years, the harmony of my 
functions has not been troubled a single instant.” 

To state Dr. Goizet’s theory briefly in his own 
words, before describing the treatment itself, he 
aims at "the re-establishment, of the interrupted rota- 
tory molecular movement, the sole and unique cause 
of the bad functioning of organs.” 

He likens the earth to a motor, deriving its power 
from the planetary system of which it is a part, and 
distributing this motive force to the “organized 
bodies” (living organisms) on its surface. The mo- 
tion which is the manifestation of life comes through 
a great “vital current” in each living body, which he 
says must not be confused with the circulation of 
the blood. 

For he believes that the blood simply constitutes an 
independent stream which brings and empties into 
the great vital current the principles necessary to 
the formation of the living cell. 

Rather picturesquely, he likens the whole circula- 
tory system of the body to “a revictualing network 
for the great vital current which, going always from 
cell to cell, burns for the maintenance of its move 
ment a certain quantity of these cells that it is 
obliged to renew in proportion to their destruction 
in order to assure its continuity.” 

And since man is bound to the surface of the earth 
by the immutable laws of attraction and weight, the 
author declares that man cannot escape the rotary 
motion of the earth around the sun and unconsciously 
he is drawn by it into this same movement with the 
same rapidity and necessarily in the same direction. 
The cells which form him submit to the same laws. 

Since the vital current means man himself, or at 
least his life, then the direction of the movement of 
the vital current will be strictly the same as the direc- 
tion of the earth in its revolution around the sun. 

“The earth accomplishes its movement of revolu- 
tion around the sun in the direction of west to east. 
It is in the same direction that the rotary movement 
of the vital current must be accomplished. If it were

otherwise, the equilibrium would be broken and the 
final catastrophe would be the inevitable and imme- 
diate result.” 

To understand the description of the treatment for 
warding off old age, it must be further stated in the 
author’s words that “in order that an organized being 
may preserve his static equlibgjum (parity of weight 
between the right and left halves of the body) and the 
harmony of his organic functions, it is necessary that 
no alteration shall take place in the perfection of his 
form; and in order that the rectitude of his form may 
exist, it is indispensable that the circulation of the 
nutritive molecule through the living cells which con- 
stitute it should be absolutely free. 

“Every obstruction to the freeecirculation of this 
incessant rotatory current becomes the point of de- 
parture for the deterioration whose first manifesta: 
tion is the alteration of form.” 

The first care, in beginning with a new patient, is 
to ascertain whether there is any alteration of his 
form from normal, and if so in what it consists. Re- 
membering the dictum that no health, in the absolute 
sense of the word, is possible without static equilibrfum 
and harmony of the organic functions, and that these 
two essential conditions cannot exist without rectitude 
of form, a plumb line is placed on the crown of the 
head and allowed to fall down to the end of the verte 
bral region. 

If the posterior and anterior median lines are fol- 
lowed by the plumb-line, one may affirm absolutely the 
static equilibrium of the individual. Deviations re- 
quire to be rectified. p 

To rectify an altered form, says the author, whacever 
may be the impertance and long standing of the defor- 
mation or the age of the patient, it will be necessary to 
proceed in the same general way in every case. The 
only thing which will vary will be the number of treat- 
ments necessary. 

“Let us suppose,” says the doctor, ‘the case of an 
individual in whom, after careful examination, a de- 
formation has been found: I have him wndress and 
sit on a steel with his back toward the light. Placing 
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myself directly back of him standing, 1 
commence the application of my method. 
“This: application will have its point 
of departure at the center of gravity of 
the form which, as we have established 
previously, corresponds exteriorly to the 
crown of the head, and interiorly to the 
point of the brain which is the seat of 
the directing ego. 
“Since the rotatory current of the nutritive molecule 
likewise starts at this same center of gravity to expand 
in successive circuits around the axis of the form, 


made up of the crown of the head and the spinal col- . 


umn, distributing on its course the materials for the 
incessant reconstruction of the being, I will, to ac 
complish my purpose, only have to follow the move- 
ment of the current in its immutable direction from 
west to east, that is to say, in the direction of the 
movement of the earth around the sun, to accompany 
it with my tractile and superficial rubbings in all its 
circuits in order to facilitate by these gentle frictions 
its march forward and the continuous efforts it makes 
to re-establish its course, interrupted by the muscular 
contraotions. 

“These rubbings, tis light as possible, will then com- 
menoe by the placing of the palm of the hand on th 
top of the cranium and will be continued under the 
form of tractile pressures, effected with as much slow- 
ness as gentleness, circularly around the head from 
left to right in back; then, to form the other half of the 
circle, from right to left in front. 

“All these circular rubbings will have to overlap each 
other in such a way that no point can escape their 
helpful contact. They have not only the effect of mak- 
ing the current active and of provoking reactions which 
take place in the molecular materials by contact with 
the surrounding air, whose penetration through the 
pores of the skin they facilitate; but also by the im- 
pulse of the muscles whose parallelism they re-estab- 
lish by relaxing them, they contribute to the reconstruc- 
tion of the interrupted molecular current. 

“That is the aim, and this aim is always attained 
at the end of a more or less long time which never 
exceeds, three months, whatever the importance or 
the long standing of the deformation or the age of the 
subject. 

“After the head, I continue my rubbings on the 
neck; then on the shoulders, on the upper limbs as 
far as the digital extremities; on the trunk, the ab- 
domen, the lower limbs as far as the extremities of the 
toes. Not one point must be forgotten. Certain re 
gions, like the base of the craniunf, the loins, the 
hips, the joints, require more prolonged rubbings 
and a greater insistence. 

“It is by his judgment and the delicacy of his touch 
that the operator will measure the duration of the 
time to give to this or that region. But what must 
never vary is the direction in which the rubbings 
must be executed, and their extreme lightness. 

“One must never forget, in fact, that the most im- 
portant facts of the life of the being are accomplished 
at the periphery; and that exterior pressures do not 
need to be very strong to provoke alterations of the 
form, and therefore interrupt the course of the mo- 
lecular movement; that is to say, life. 

“Just as the plant fades, withers, bows its head, 
dries up and*ends by dying when the nourishing 
juices, lacking water, do not reach it any more, so 
also the organs, deprived of the molecular current 
which brings them the materials of renovation, 
wither, become atrophied and no longer accomplish 
their vital functions; the sick being languishes and 
dies if we do not come to his aid. 

“To come to his aid is ta re-establish the course 
of the nutritive molecule by destroying the muscular 
contractions. This is the role of the method.

Experience has taught me 
one thing above all others: Work, hard work, of a 
constructive nature, is our only salvation. Unless we 
occupy ourselves from one day's end to another in 
good, hard, honest toil, we will all go mad. That's 
the long and short of it. If we sat still on this boat 
for 30 days doing nothing we'd lose our minds. There 
isn’t a man in this crowd, I am sure, who wouldn't 
work his head off to spare the women an hour of 
hardship. But the greatest hardship you women could 
possibly know would be idleness. There will be work 
for everyone to do, and we can thank God for it, my 
friends. We will have to work for nothing. We will 
have to help each other. There is but one class on this 
island at present, and that is the working class. 

“We've all got people at home waiting for us. By 
this time the whole world knows that the Doraine is 
three weeks overdue at Rio Janeiro, and that no word 
has been had from her. The ocean is being searched 
Our friends, our relatives, are doing everything in 
their power to get trace of this lost ship. You may 
depend on that. In a little while, a few weeks, at best, 
the ship will be given up for lost. We will be counted 
as dead, all of us. That's a hard, crue) thing for me 
to say, and | hate to say it, but we've just got to re- 
alize the position we're in. It’s best that we should 
look at it from the worst possible angle. I do mot 
speak jestingly when I say that we may as well con- 
sider ourselves dead—and forgotten. I am as full of 
hope and confidence as anybody, and I am an optimist 
if there ever was one, but | don't work on the theory 
that God takes any better care of an optimist than 
We does of a pessimist. 

“It will require months, maybe years, for us to con- 
struct a ship, and even then it will not be big enough 
to transport all of us. The most we can hope for is 
a craft that will be stout enough to go out and bring 
help to the rest of us. I am trying, at Capt. Trigger’s 
suggestion, to convince you that we can't build a ship, 
that we can't expect to get away from this island by 
our own endeavors, unleas we go about it in the proper 
and sensible way. That means, first of all, that we 
must safeguard ourselves against time. We've got 
to live and we've fot to keep our strength. 

“Mr. Landover has made a very generous proposi- 
tion. He agrees to give a hundred thousand dollars to 
any boat's crew that will take one of these lifeboats 
and make port somewhere. He fails to mention the 
compensation they are to receive, if they never make 
port. He forgets that this big ship floundered around 
for a good many daye without sighting anything but 
water.

On deing called back to the ship, the 
occupants of the lifeboats find it hopelessly adrift. 
Class distinctions are obliterated as everyone sets to 
work burying the dead and caring for the wounded, 
and Percival, his hands badly burned, finds himself 
the object of Ruth Clinton's friendly solicitude, as well 
as that of Olga Obosky, a beautiful Russian dancer, 
who has taken a great fancy to him. The ship is 
caught in a gale, from which it emerges in a sinking 
condition, but on the second morning after the storm 
land is sighted. A strong current draws the vessel 
into an opening in the rocks along the shore, and 
it finally runs aground in the shallow watcrs of an 
inland basin.

We've done all the praying that 
is necessary. We've offered up all the thanksgiving 
that the situation calls for, so now we've got to roll up 
our sleeves and go to work.” 

He stepped down from the gun platform.

The warm summer season was well advanced in 
this far-southern land before the strenuous, tireless 
efforts of the marooned settlers began to show definite 
results. 

Some -six weeks after the stranding of the Doraine, 
stanch log cabins were in course of completion along 
the base of the hills overlooking the clear, rolling 
meadowland to the north and east.

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averaging between 35 and 10 degrees above zero over 
a period of four or five months. At the time of the 
wreck the thermometers were registering about 70 
degrees during the day, and dropping to 50 degrees or 
thereabouts after nightfall. This would indicate that 
spring was fairly well advanced and that midsummer 
might be figured on as coming in January. It was 
now the end of November. Warm weather probably 
would last until February or March. Possibly they 
would be too late with their planting, but they went 
about ft speedily, determinedly, just the same. 

All of them had had crop failures before. All of 
them had seen the labor of months go for naught in 
the blight of an evening's frost, or the sweep of a prai- 
rie fire. So, here on this virgin soil, in soil whose sod 
had never been turned, they sowed from the bins of 
the slumbering ship. Wheat and oats and flax, brought 
from the Argentina plains; potatoes, squash and beet- 
root; even beans and peas were tried, but with small 
hope. And there were women ready to till the soil] and 
work the gardens, women to draw the strangely fash- 
ioned plowshares as willing beasts of burden, to wield 
the hoe and spade, and to watch for the cherished 
sprout that was to glorify their deeds. 

The ring of the ax resounded in the forest; the 
clamgor of hammer and nail, the rasp of the saw, the 
clatter of timber went on from dawn to dusk—for there 
was no eight-hour law in this smiling land, nor was 
there any other union save that of stanch endeavor, no 
other brotherhood except that of man. There was 
never a question of wage, never a dispute as to hours. 
never a thought of strike. Every laborer was worthy 
of his hire, and his hire was good! 

The Doraine was gradually being dismantled. She 
was being stripped of every bit of material that could 
be used in constructing and furnishing the huts. The 
new camp lay not more than a mile and a half from 
the basin. A road had been cleared through the wood 
from the small, hastily constructed dock and runway 
on the eastern side of the basin to the open territory 
beyond. 

Material, supplies, equipment were carried through 
the densely shaded avenue, and later on, after the 
warehouses and granaries had been built, the leafy

James B. Eads and His Bridge. 


AM reminded of another unusual character with 
whom we were brought into contact in these 
bridge-building days. (Carnegie had founded the 
Keystone Bridge Co.) This was Capt. Eads of St. 
louis, an original genius minus scientific knowledge 
to guide his erratic ideas of things mechanical. He 
was seemingly one of those who wished to have every- 
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The Big Business of that day was flat-boating. In 
fiat-boating, the procedure is very similar to that in- 
vented by Noah when he built the ark. The flat- 
boater merely assembled a nonsubmersible collection 
of timbers, crowned it with whatever he had for sale, 
got it into the middle of the river and stayed there 
until the river got to the place he had chosen for a 
market. Crude as this method of navigation may 
seem, there is no known instance where one of those 
Columbil of the Middle Weat ever got off his course, 
except when a sudden rise in the stream caught him 
asleep and beached him on an inland farm. 


Once each month there was held a muster day. On 
this day every male citizen was supposed to report 
with his gun, prepared to fight for his country should 
it be learned that his country had become involved tn 
an argument.

Upon my return to Dunfermline, after an absence 
of 14 years, | remember being approached by an old 
man who bad been told that | was the grandson of the 
Professor,” my grandfather's tithe among his cronies. 
As he tottered across the room towards me and laid 
his trembling hand upon my head, he said: “And ye 
are the grandson o Andra Carnegie!
